REPORT. 

To the Michigan Railroad Commission: 

In July, 1914, the Honorable Charles A. Prouty, Director of Valua- 
tion of the Interstate Commerce Commission, suggested the practi- 
cability of this Commission co-operating with the national body in the 
collection of data pertaining to aids, gifts, grants and donations to the 
carriers by the States or municipal subdivisions of the States, to aid 
in the construction of the various railroads. This request received the 
favorable consideration of this Commission, and under instructions from 
the late Hon. Lawton T. Hemans, then Chairman of the Commission, the 
writer undertook the research suggested by Mr. Prouty. 

The routine work in statistics and kindred phases of the Commission's 
duties have made it necessary that this research be subordinated to the 
regular work of the office. For this reason report upon the subject has 
been so long delayed. This research was taken up in August, 1914, and 
a preliminary study of the subject disclosed that if the results were to 
be of practical value, not only the subject of aids, gifts, grants and 
donations required attention, but that the historic connection of the 
corporate entities receiving such financial assistance in the years of 
railroad development should be traced to the companies now possessing 
and operating the railroads of the State. 

Since taking up the matter, such time each year as regular w r ork 
permitted, has been devoted to this subject. The results of the work 
is herewith presented. 

Public support of railroad enterprises in Michigan has been given 
in diverse ways and has been a factor in their development from time 
to time, almost from the beginning. The people of Michigan, when it 
was yet a Territory, were quick to appraise the value of railroads as 
a factor in the economic development of the State, and they first turned 
to corporate organizations as the means of promoting their construction. 
As early as July 31, 1830, the Legislative Council of the Territory author- 
ized the incorporation of the "President, Directors and Company of the 
Pontiac and Detroit Railway Company" and granted it a franchise along 
the "United States' road, commonly called the Saginaw Road * * * 
from the Village of Pontiac to the City of Detroit/' This was the first 
railway charter granted in the State. It does, not appear that any use 
was ever made of this franchise. On June 29, 1832, the "Detroit and 
St. Joseph Railroad Company" was authorized and became the germ 
of the present Michigan Central Railroad main line. On April 16, 1833, 
"The Romeo and Mt. Clemens Railroad Company" was authorized, but 
failed to make progress. 

On April 22, 1833 "The Erie and Kalamazoo Railroad Company" was 
incorporated and still remains active. This company was the first to 
place its road in operation within the State and is generally stated to 
be the first railroad company beginning operations west of Schenectady,

New York. Its road was leased to the Michigan Southern Railroad 
Company in 1849 and is still operated by the New York Central Rail- 
road Company under that lease. On March 7, 1834, the "Detroit and 
Pontiac Railroad Company" was incorporated and finally built and 
operated its road. It is today a part of the Grand Trunk Railway Sys- 
tem. On March 4, 1834, "The Shelby and Detroit Railroad Company" 
was authorized and seems to have constructed its road according to the 
methods of that time and carried on traffic to Milwaukee Junction, De- 
troit, for a time with horse power, but unsuccessfully. After many 
years this road was finally utilized as a part of the Detroit and Bay 
City Railway, no s w Bay City Division of the Michigan Central Rail- 
road. During the year 1835 the Legislative Council authorized four 
other railroad corporations, none of which seem to have made any 
progress in carrying out their purposes. Of these ten corporations 
authorized during the last six years of territorial government, four 
partially or fully carried out their purposes and their property has 
passed to the existing railroads of the carriers. 

During these six years a growing interest in railroads was evident, 
especially among the public and businessmen of the State. The end of 
railroad development was even then proven to those pioneers. The 
means at first employed, however, were not adequate to reach this end 
as rapidly as the restless ambitions of those pioneers demanded. In 
1835 the Legislative Council commenced the policy of making the rail- 
road companies banking corporations as well, and requiring these bank- 
ing institutions to hold the stock of the allied railroad corporations "as 
a security for the redemption of all notes and debts of said bank" as 
a condition precedent to exercising their banking function. This plan 
was merely a phase of the banking practices of the time, which has be- 
come famous in our history as the era of "wild cat" banking. In the 
succeeding years several such banks were authorized on this plan among 
the then struggling railroad companies. It does not appear that the 
plan was really of much value in promoting railroad development and 
eventually contributed much to the financial disasters that ensued in 
1837 and succeeding years. It was merely an incident in the many plans 
advanced to hasten internal development of the State. 

After the admission of Michigan as a State the means of securing 
railroad development continued the leading subject of public interest, 
and new plans were being advanced. In 1838 two acts were passed au- 
thorizing the State to, in effect, guarantee certain issues of stock of 
the "Detroit & Pontiac Railroad Company" and "The Palmyra & Jack- 
sonburg Railroad Company," and two further acts passed authorized 
a State loan of f 100,000 each to the "Allegan and Marshall Railroad 
Company" and "The Ypsilanti and Tecumseh Railroad Company." These 
acts were the first instances of. public support directly to the many 
railroad projects then sought to be promoted. While these measures 
were not direct aids, they materially advanced the prospects of those 
companies, as they involved the State in their financial affairs and 
ultimately lead to the State assuming control of the property of all 
of them except the Detroit & Pontiac Railroad. All of them except the 
Ypsilanti and Tecumseh Railroad became, and are today, a part of our 
railroad systems. 

Act No. 67, approved March 20, 1837, authorized the Board of Corn-

niissioners of Internal Improvements to undertake the construction of 
railroads on the "Northern," "Central" and "Southern" routes described 
in the act. Subsequent acts extended the support of these State pro- 
jects. The "Northern" never reached a very advanced stage of construc- 
tion. The two latter, however, were gradually constructed by the Board 
from the water connections at Detroit River and River Raisin, respec- 
tively, westerly; but not without discouragement, some mismanagement, 
and innumerable unforeseen difficulties. The operation of these roads 
never proved them good investments for the State, and they quickly 
deteriorated because of the use of materials of construction not capable 
of resisting the traffic to be borne nor the elements. Gradually public 
sentiment came to oppose or greatly to obstruct the carrying out of the 
original projects. Finally in 1846 the State passed acts incorporating 
the "Michigan Central Railroad Company"and "The Michigan Southern 
Railroad Company" and authorized the sale to the respective entities of 
the Central and Southern Railroads. The sales were made, the State 
receiving for the Central Railroad $2,000,000 and for the Southern Rail- 
road $500,000 in accordance with the terms of the acts authorizing the 
transactions. During and after the Legislative session of 1842 it seems 
to have been the policy of the Legislature to disengage the State from 
its financial entanglements with railroads, yet even in the acts incor- 
porating the Michigan Central and Michigan Southern companies, per- 
haps in deference to the practice in the early charters, sections were in- 
cluded specifying a time and method by which the State could re-acquire 
these properties. 

The State's experience in the operation and construction of railroads 
was not one of unqualified success, but, no doubt, it served to fix across 
the southern part of the State two of the important easterly and wester- 
ly lines of the country. The Michigan Southern has been and continues 
to be one of the great railroads of the United States, while the Michigan 
Central has enjoyed an unbroken history of financial and operating 
success and promises to be of greater and greater relative importance 
to the State as time advances. 

With the sale of the Central and Southern railroads, the State's im- 
mediate interest in railroad development ceased although as late as 
1853 it was still taking measures to settle financial matters wherein 
its credit had been pledged by the acts of 1838. During the period of 
public ownership it had authorized and invested in railroad properties 
the following public funds:

The reversal of public interest in the railroads dates from 1842. Fol- 
ldwing the sale of the Central and Southern, in 1846, up until 1855,

when the first general railroad law was enacted, but seven new railroad 
companies were chartered by the Legislature and all of these were 
projects to extend or construct branches to the then existing railroads, 
viz.: The Michigan Central, The Michigan Southern and the Detroit & 
Pontiac Railroads. 

()i these, only one, the St. Joseph Valley Railroad Company, had con- 
structed its line by the time of the enactment of the General Railroad 
Law. Three of the other projects were realized after many years. Dur- 
ing these years no active governmental financial support of the railroads 
seems to have been given by the State, and evidently railroad enterprise 
was largely regarded as a purely private enterprise. So thoroughly had 
public sentiment changed as a result of the unfortunate experiences 
from 1836 to 1846 that the Constitution of 1850 contained four prohibi- 
tions of practices that had been in vogue in the years of public encourage- 
ment and ownersip, viz. : Sections 6, 7, 8 and 9 of Article XIV of that 
constitution. During the years following 1840, railroad development 
went slowly forward and on surer ground than the State had found in its 
efforts from 1830 to 1846. The main lines of the Central and Southern 
were extended westerly under corporate management and by 1852 had 
both reached Chicago. They with other lines then developing quickly 
proved their usefulness to the territories traversed and renewed public 
interest in railroad enterprise was quickened throughout the country. 

During the period of State construction and ownership of railroads, 
as appropriations of State funds became difficult or were withheld, the 
public domain was turned to as a means of furthering the development 
of the various works of internal improvement undertaken. On Septem- 
ber 4th, 1841, Congress made a general grant of 500,000 acres of public 
land to each of several states, including Michigan, for purposes of internal 
improvement. The act provided that #1.25 per acre should be the 
minimum price at which the lands might be sold and stipulated that they 
be "faithfully applied to objects of internal improvement" within the 
States, such as "roads, railways, bridges, canals," etc., and it further 
stipulated that such works "when made or improved, shall be free for 
the transportation of the United States mail, and munitions of war, and 
for the passage of their troops, without the payment of any toll what- 
ever." (5 U. S. Statutes at Large 455.) 

From time to time these lands were appropriated by the Legislature 
of this State to the construction of the railroads. The Central Railroad 
received 150,000 acres by Act No. 25 of 1843, 64,000 acres by Act No. 50 
of 1S44, 20,000 acres by Act No. 15 of 1845 and 20,000 acres by Act No. 67 
of 1846. The Palmyra and Jaeksonburg Railroad (Southern) received 
10,000 acres by Act No. 14 of 1845. This use of the public domain directly 
to advance the public interest was a forerunner of the later policy of 
grants to corporations to accomplish the same purpose. 

In the Act of June 3, 1856 — 11 IT. S. Statutes at Large, 21, — Congress 
"granted to the State of Michigan to aid in the construction of railroads 
from Little Bay de Noquet to Marquette, and thence to Ontonagon, and 
from the two last named places to the Wisconsiu State line; and also 
from Amboy, by Hillsdale and Lansing and from Grand Rapids to some 
points on or near Traverse Bay; also from Grand Haven and Pere Mar- 
quette to Flint and thence to Port Huron every alternate section of land 
designated by odd numbers; for six sections in width on each side of

each of said roads." The act contained supplementary provisions as to 
selections of land in case the lands included within the located lines had 
been sold or pre-empted, its terms being such that its full allotment 
was provided for over the routes specified. The State was made responsi- 
ble for carrying out the purposes of the act through its Legislature and 
Governor and the Act provided that not exceeding one hundred and 
twenty sections of land included within a continuous length of twenty 
miles of each of said roads, and so for each succeeding twenty miles, 
might be sold and devoted to its intended purpose. If the roads were 
not completed within ten years forfeiture became operative and the lands 
reverted to the United States. 

In 1855 the first general railroad law had been enacted, thus facilitat- 
ing the organization of corporations, and the land grant act served to 
arouse new interest in old and new projects. The State by Act No. 
126 of the Public Acts of 1857, made specific grants of the lands to 
different companies as hereinafter shown, created a board of control to 
carry out the provisions of law and laid down the terms to be complied 
with by the companies availing themselves of the benefits of the grants. 
This Act conferred considerable authority upon the Board of Control 
and to some extent embraced provision regulatory of the actions of the 
companies enjoying the grants. 

Within one year following the passage of the land grant act eight new 
railroad corporations filed articles of association six of which had been 
made specific grants and had accepted the same. Three then existing 
corporations also filed acceptances of grants over their routes. Of the 
latter, one, the Detroit and Milwaukee Railway Company, was an active 
carrier from Detroit to St. Johns. The Companies receiving and accept- 
ing grants were: 

The Amboy, Lansing and Traverse Bay Railroad Company ; 
The Bay de Noquet and Marquette Kail Road Company; 
Detroit and Milwaukee Railway Company ; 
Flint and Pere Marquette Railway Company; 
Grand Rapids and Indiana Railroad Company; 
Marquette and Ontonagon Railway Company; 
Marquette and State Line Rail Road Company; 
Ontonagon and State Line Railroad Company; 
Port Huron «mm1 Milwaukee Railway Company. 

The Amboy, Lansing and Traverse Bay Railroad Company was the 
first to file certificate of completion of twenty miles of its road, viz.: on 
.January u\ 18(51. The Bay de Noquet and Marquette Rail Road Company 
followed with like certificate on December 1, 1802. This latter certificate 
of twenty miles included the road of the former, The Iron Mountain Rail- 
road Company, the first railroad in the Upper Peninsula. 

Notwithstanding the stimulus to railroad development anticipated by 
the authors of the Land Grant Act, progress was slow and some of the 
routes named offered little or no local promise of being feasible. Con- 
sequently the original grants underwent considerable modifications, 
both by Acts of Congress and Acts of the Legislature of this State. Con- 
gress up to 1869 had passed modifying acts as follows:

Act of June 18, 1864— 

Act of March 3, 1865—13 U. S. Statutes at Large, 530. 
Act of Feb. 17, 1865—13 U. S. Statutes at Large, 569. 
Act of March 3, 1865—13 IJ. S. Statutes at Large, 520. 
Act of July 3, 1866—13 U. S. Statutes at Large, 678. 
Joint Resolution of May 20, 1868. 

The many acts of the Legislature and action by the Board of Control, 
largely confined to forfeitures, extension of time, re-copferring of grants 
and like action will be found noted so far as relevant in the outline of . 
corporate succession following this report. In the original grant for- 
feiture was made operative in ten years, but the time was etxended from 
time to time. Some of the grants were never used and March 2, 1889, 
Congress took action returning the unappropriated lands to the Public 
Domain. This action was supplemented by Joint Resolution of the 
Legislature, No. 19 of 1889. 

Under the terms of the Land Grant Acts, government lands were 
actually granted to the Railroad Companies of the State for construction 
of their roads, as follows:

While railroad development under land grant encouragement was. not 
rapid, it made good progress compared to the years immediately follow- 
ing the period of public ownership and local interest in railroad develop- 
ment soon became more or less a local rivalry for railroad connection 
with existing rail routes. The great period of railroad development 
was just commencing and this factor, no doubt, was an important one 
in fixing the location of the roads as they now exist. No more land 
grants were forthcoming from the national government to promote these 
enterprises and commencing with 1863 we find measures for local aids 
to railroads subjects of Legislative action, notwithstanding the prohi- 
bitions contained in the constitution. In 1863 two such acts were passed. 
In 1864 twelve such acts were passed. In 1865 eight of such acts were 
passed and in 1869 a general act authorizing municipal aids by town- 
ships, cities or villages became a law. A complete schedule of these 
several acts together with amendments will be found in the following 
pages. That popular sentiment of the times supported these measures 
can not be doubted when the many acts passed and the many aids voted 
are considered. These actions were not without the voice of protest, how- 
ever. Act No. 281 of 1867 was vetoed by the Governor and passed over the 
Governor's veto, and soon the subject was before the Supreme Court, 
in The People vs. Salem, April Term, 1870, 20 Mich. 452, and that 
tribunal held that the township in question in its township meetings had 
no authority to vote such an aid or that any such authority could have 
been conferred upon it. In the October Term, 1871, the subject was again 
before the Court in Bay City vs. the State Treasurer, 23 Mich. 499, when 
the General Act of 1869 was at issue and the Court distinctly held that 
sections 7, 8 and 9 of Art. XIV of the Constitution precluded the State 
from loaning the public credit to private corporations. 

In the following pages will be found an abstract from department 
records of all references to such aids made by reporting carriers during 
the years they were reported. It would appear that more or less of the 
aids thus voted were realized by the respective railroads, especially of 
the proceeds of such bonds as had been sold to third parties and the 
proceeds devoted to the investments of the railroad. It would further 
appear that the Supreme Court decisions mentioned did not end the 
matter. Some of the bonds in the hands of innocent purchasers, by 
action of the Federal Courts, were put in the form of judgments and 
their payment enforced upon the municipalities liable. 

The decisions mentioned mark the end of active campaigns for local 
municipal aids and donations to railroads, although for many years 
thereafter it is found that occasional public aids were given, sometimes 
under circumstances contrived to evade the limitations of the law. This 
period was followed by aids given by individuals, popular subscriptions, 
etc., regarding which public records and documents can afford but occa- 
sional mention. 

During and shortly after the period of municipal aids the State com- 
menced to pledge the State Swamp Lands to promote railroad develop- 
ment and acts authorizing such grants were made as follows : 

To the Chicago and Northwestern Railway Company, Act No. 206 of 
1861, Act No. 22 of 1862 and J. R. No. 5 of 1873. 

To the Menominee River Railroad, Act No. 227 of 1875, Act No. 34 of 
1877 and Act No. 29 of 1879.

To the Detroit, Mackinac and Marquette Itailroad, Act No. 36 of 1873, 
Act No. 2 of 1874, Act No. 81 of 1875, Act No. 128 of 1877 and Act No. 2 
of 1879. 

To the Marquette, Houghton & Ontonagon Railroad, Act No. 197 of 
1875, appropriating State Swamp lands for a railroad, L'Anse to Hough- 
ton, which evidently was the grant received by this Company. 

These grants were actually made for performance of the conditions in 
the acts as follows:

The foregoing sketch gives briefly an outline of the actions of State au- 
thority upon which the aids, gifts, grants and donations to railroads as 
a public matter, were based. The following pages give in condensed- 
form the substance of department records pertaining to these aids, gifts 
and grants. It is apparent that the record information is very defective 
and but a clue to the real facts. Occasional references scattered here 
and there in public records but emphasize the deficiency of information 
upon this question. It is apparent that campaigns of local bonuses, 
raised by popular subscription, individual gifts of lands, money, mater- 
ials and labor have been incidents in the construction of some parts of 
practically all of the railroads dating before 1890. Of all aids or dona- 
tions of this character, public records afford but few references. It 
will be readily seen that to work up this data, extensive research must 
be undertaken. Consequently this factor is not made a part of the pres- 
ent report. Means of accomplishing the research of this phase of the 
subject may more properly be left to the valuation organizations of the 
carriers or the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

As an incident of this research the outline of corporate successions in 
title to the railroad properties of the State exhibited in the following 
pages has been worked out from the files and records of the Secretary 
of State, from statutes, department records and innumerable other sources. 
This outline serves to connect the various corporations undertaking 
railroad enterprises with the going carriers now operating. This phase 
of the research alone has required much work and has contributed 
toward the delay incident to a full report of the matter. It is of value 
to the department in tracing its records in the names of older companies 
and giving them their due relation with existing carriers. It is, of 
course, of value to the valuation forces of the different carriers now at 
work and free use of the outline in its incomplete form has heretofore 
been made by such forces. 

This outline has been developed upon the various units of railroad 
placed in operation as shown in the columns "Road proposed, construct- 
ed, placed in operation or relinquished.' 4 

In order to show the progressive corporate succession, the roads pro- 
posed or partially constructed have been included in these columns where 
information is at hand tending to show that they possessed tangible or 
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intangible property which passed in the succession, even though the 
corporation never reached the construction stage in its project. In 
many instances, no direct documentary evidence of succession exists be- 
tween an early project and a later one which is carried to completion. 
The preceding sketch of the railroad development in the State suggests 
the difficulties experienced in realizing the ends of railroad construc- 
tion before 1870. Many projects upon which considerable effort and 
means had been expended were necessarily abandoned and after many 
years their abandoned routes or work was finally utilized by some later 
company and no documentary title passed between them. All such in- 
stances have been included in the outline, when known, and instances 
even where the earlier company possessed no more than a franchise 
have been shown but- with appropriate qualification. 

In the later history of railroad companies we find much use of con- 
trolled companies, sometimes called subsidiaries or proprietary com- 
panies, by tUe active operating companies as a means of acquiring fran- 
chise rights or perhaps as a means of exercising the right of eminent 
domain in locating and constructing branch roads, while the organizing, 
financing and construction work is carried out by the dominant corpora- 
tion. Such of these organizations as could be determined have been in- 
cluded in the outline, but, no doubt, many of them have not been located 
and cannot be determined from public records. 

During the period of railroad history, several general public acts have 
been enacted permitting the transfer of railroad property by deed or 
similar instrument. Until 1873 it was the practice to authorize such 
transfer by special act of the legislature. Act No. 190 of 1873 was the 
first general act to this end and is still the law. Act No. 35 of 1887 was 
of similar purpose but modified in detail. This was followed by Act 
No. 10 of 1889, which was superseded by Act No. 102 of 1893 and this 
in turn by Act No. 30 of the Public Acts of 1901. The three acts are 
still in effect. 

The writer cannot dismiss the subject without mention of the diffi- 
culties encountered in a research of this nature. Public policy with 
reference to railroad organization, aids, etc., has been one of frequent 
changes. The early laws required a small degree of government super- 
vision, which was charged upon the Governor, certain Boards created, 
the Secretary of State or the Auditor General. Land Grants were neces- 
sarily carried out through the office of the State Land Commissioner. 
In 1873 a Commissioner of Railroads was provided and in 1907 the 
Michigan Railroad Commission was created. The result of these 
changes has been that the public records, with reference to railroads 
are to be found in the offices of the Governor, the Secretary of State, the 
Auditor General, the Treasurer for the period of public ownership, the 
Public Domain Commission and the Michigan Railroad Commission. 
The acts authorizing conveyances of railroad property have specified 
or implied the Registers of Deeds as proper officers of record of such 
documents. Not all these records have been examined in detail. Upon 
doubtful points they have been consulted. Again it is obvious that on 
many roads all details of corporate succession are not to be found be- 
cause of loss of records. In many instances company records have served 
to prove doubtful questions. 

For the dates of commencing operations as well as relinquishing of 
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lines, reliance has chiefly been upon the annual reports of the carriers 
on file with the Commission. However, many inconsistences appear in 
these statements and recourse has been had to earlier records, sometimes 
local histories or again to the current files of local newspapers to sup- 
port or supplement these statements. In many instances the sworn re- 
ports of the carriers have been proven to be unreliable in this respect. 
In this same connection it has been found that changes in the descrip- 
tions of units of road, especially on branch lines or changes of class, 
from branches to main lines, or conversely, from year to year, sometimes 
successive changes, have led to no little uncertainty as to the descrip- 
tions and the dates when public service was first given on some parts of 
the respective roads. While diligent care has been exercised in tracing 
the connection of these changes, still it is possible the wrong conclusion 
may have sometimes been made or that dates or descriptions have some- 
times been given which further research would alter. 

The annual report of the Commissioner of Railroads for 1873 con- 
tains a history of railroad enterprises of the State up to that time, and, 
is valuable for data pertaining to those projects which failed to carry 
out their purposes. A similar history of the then active companies ap- 
pears in the annual report of the Commissioner of Railroads for 1896. 
The outline herewith submitted covers much of the same data, but ex- 
tends the subject and gives additional data of the dates of placing the 
different sections of the roads in operation. In this report, however, no 
complete statement is made of the many projects which failed to make 
progress. 

The writer fears that notwithstanding the time and effort devoted to 
it, the work herewith submitted bears occasional dates, facts and con- 
clusions which further research may change or modify, yet he feels that 
it will prove helpful to the valuation forces of the carriers, and of value 
to the commissions interested. He wishes also to express his apprecia- 
tion of the co-operation of the employees of the carriers engaged in valua- 
tion work whose assistance has served to make the data herein con- 
tained more complete.

STATE OF MICHIGAN 

KEY TO OUTLINE. 

The following outline is designed to show in a condensed form the 
order of corporate succession to the several railroad properties of the 
State. This outline has been developed upon the various units of road 
placed in operation as shown in column under "Road proposed, con- 
structed, placed in operation, or relinquished." In order to show the 
progressive corporate succession the roads proposed or partially con- 
structed have been included in these columns where information is at 
hand to show that they possessed tangible or intangible property which 
passed in the succession, even though the corporation had not reached 
the construction stage in its project. It will be noted, however, that 
projects which were in a stage of promotion or partially constructed are 
shown in regular type. Those shown in bold type were the units placed 
in operation over the route and at the dates shown. Those shown in 
italic type are the units abandoned, withdrawn from service or trans- 
ferred to other entities. In some cases the road was not actually placed 
in operation by the corporation shown but by the controlling corpora- 
tion. It would, however, be the property of the corporation shown at 
the time shown. 

Under "Date of filing Articles of Association" is shown the date of 
filing with the Secretary of State or dates of approval, where corpora- 
tions were chartered by the Legislature. Under "Form of Articles Filed" 
is shown the well known forms of articles provided for by the Michigan 
statutes. Under "Date of Transfer or Merger" appears the date of fore- 
closure sale when the title was transferred as a result of foreclosure. 
In the case of a consolidation the date of the agreement to consolidate is 
shown. In the case of amended articles the date of action by the stock- 
holders authorising the amendments is shown. In the case of sale and 
transfer, as provided in Act 190 of t>he Public Acts of 1873, Act No. 
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35, Public Acts of 1887 or Act No. 10,* Public Acts of 1889, or in the 
case of a lease the date of the instrument of conveyance is given if known, 
otherwise the effective date of thansfer is shown when available. When 
a merger is effected through stock control the approximate date when 
the merger is perfected is shown if of record. 

Under "Form of transfer or merger" is show T n the manner in which 
the title has passed to the succeeding corporate entity. In cases of fore- 
closure where temporarily the property has been vested in individuals, 
or a purchasing committee, pending a reorganization or further trans- 
fer of the property, this temporary arrangement has usually been omitted 
from the outline. Trackage rights or joint facility arrangements have 
been only occasionally included. # 

Under "Successor" is- shown the number appearing in the first column 
opposite the corporate name of the company to which the title passed. 
In the notes appear such notations as will serve to make clear the order 
of succession, or give the authority, etc. 

The names of companies organized under Train Railway and Street 
Railway Acts appear in italic type. 

In the outline, the various corporate entities heretofore holding fran- 
chises or tangible property which has passed to the various companies 
now active in the State as carrier companies have been shown in con- 
secutive order and Numbered from No 1 to the present active corporation. 
The outline, therefore, appears in groups designated at the beginning 
by the name of the railroad or system by which it is commonly known and 
each group closes with the corporate name of the active company now 
holding and operating the property.

The report to the Railroad Commissioner for 
1876, page 512, shows that contractors operated the road from Flint to Durand for the last few weeks of 1876. The "Lansing 
Republican" of January 5, 1877 contains an item showing that the first passenger train over the Chicago and Northeastern 
Railroad arrived in the city from the east on Tuesday, January 2. 1877 at about 4:00 o'clock P. M., "with several members of 
the new Legislature." The issue of the same paper January 19, 1877 shows for the first time in its "Traverlers Guide," a tune 
table of four trains daily over the road with mention that it "has been recently issued." 

e The organisation of No. 29 embraced property in Michigan only. 

f This control was acquired apparently during the year ending June 30, 1910. 

x L. D. Dibble, General Superintendent of the Peninsular Railway Company, in an affidavit dated June 28, 1871. showed 
that the road was placed in operation in part, as follows, but did not give descriptions.

1870, conferred the grant upon No. 8, the Houghton and Ontonagon 
Railroad Company, (Records page 104). This action of the board was modified by J. R. No. 1 of 1871. Joint Resolution No. 19 
of 1889 authorised the Governor to relinquish to the United States all lands heretofore certified to the State coterminous with 
the uncompleted portions of Numbers 4 and 14. The terms of the latter act, however, are somewhat inconsistent.

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APPENDIX A. 

The Ypsilanti and Tecuinseh Railroad Company received State aid 
in financing to the extent of $100,000.00 in secured loan authorized by 
Act No. 124 of 1838. Joint Resolution No. 12 of 1839, authorized the 
State Treasurer to transfer from the Internal Improvement Fund, to 
the credit of the company, the sum of $15,000.00 on account of the loan 
authorized by the Act of 1838. It is indicated that further advances of 
cash were made to the company. Act No. 113 of 1840 provided for a 
settlement of these transactions with the Company, and required the 
officers of the company to give security to the people for all liabilities 
to the State. The work was actually commenced and a considerable 
amount of construction work done. Joint Resolution No. 27 of 1841 
authorized the Commissioners appointed under Act No. 113 of 1840 to 
make a full and final settlement of the matters in which the State was 
involved, their actions to be subject to approval of the Legislature. On 
July 25, 1841, this commission reported that the company had expended 
forty or fifty thousand dollars for materials and construction, and had 
incurred heavy liabilities. They recommended also that the railroad be 
added to the works of internal improvement undertaken by the State 
and appropriations be made to complete or at least to secure the timber 
enbankments, culverts, bridges, etc., from further decay (J. Doc. 1841, 
page 607). In 1841 a Senate Committee reported no progress was being 
made in work on this road and recommended that the company be allowed 
to close up its connections with the State. (S. Documents, 1842, page 
21). Act No. 22 of 1842, provided a method of liquidation of the financial 
arrangements between the Company and the State. The company had 
received but a part of the aid provided by Act No. 124 of 1838, and 
finally conveyed its title to the State for '$30,000.00 in furtherance of 
this Act of 1842. 

The Company commenced its work at Ypsilanti, and the history of 
Washtenaw county (Chapman & Co., 1881, page 1145) states that it 
constructed earthwork between the Huron River and South Huron 
Street, Ypsilanti. It is possible some construction may have been per- 
formed at the Tecumseh end or at Saline. 

The State never made any use of this work and evidently received it 
only as a matter of necessity. It is possible it was included in the 
statements of cost of construction on the "Central Railroad" as it was 
in that district. The State seems to have authorized relief to certain 
sureties in the company's transactions as late as 1853. (See Joint Reso- 
lution No. 11 of 1853). 

The company held a franchise over a part of the route later taken by 
the Detroit, Hillsdale and Indiana Railroad Company, but there is no 
connection between these companies. The Ypsilanti and Tecumseh Rail- 
road is the only road which received a measure of State aid and the 
project was finally completely abandoned.
